Gifford A. Cochran's llersaglicre continues the 
mystery horse in the race. He lias shown a better 
Derby trial than any of the others, his mile and 
a quarter Wednesday in 2 :<>*» being accomplished 
in iiiosi pronounced style and with seeming ease, 
but his decidedly poor race at Lexington in the 
Blue Grass Stakes, after a sensational work, has 
resulted in many astute observers placing him in 
the "morning glory” grade. Rersaglierc is a green

As a result of last year’s Saratoga racing I formed the opinion that Cleopatra, was only just behind 
Constancy in point of racing merit: in fact, the daughter of Corcyra tinished ahead of Commander Ross’ 
representative, though behind Man o’ War, in the running of the Hopeful. Cleopatra lieat Upset when 
in receipt of fifteen pounds f..r the Belmont Park Champagne Stakes and ran second to Dr. Clark, beaten 
only a half length, for the Nursery Handicap. From this brief summary of Cleopatra’s two-year-old 
racing it may he judged that she. as a Juvenile, was possessed of considerable merit, but these fillies are 
uncertain and I will defy anyone to even remotely guess what change, either for Is-tter or for worse, will 
come over any of them from two to throe. However, should Cleopatra retain her juvenile form, she 
must lie accorded some sort of support for her breeding, if for nothing else, for the Kentucky Derby. 

Corovra Cleopatra’s sire, is of Bend Or descent, by way of the three times champion sire Polymeltis, 
and his dam IVarmain. a daughter of that extra good brood mare sire. Persimmon, and Pearmain a mem- 
ber of the Esa by I'ncas branch of the No. ii family. The most attractive feature of Cleopatra’s breed- 
ing lies in the fact that her dam G a lice is a daughter of that out-and-out success as a brood mare sire, 
Gallinule. St. Cecilia. Cleopatra's grunddam, is three parts sister to the One Thousand Guineas winner 
Winifreila. by St. Serf, and is a member of the H.vbla (Kettledrum) branch of the Two True Blue family. 
As a rule. I do not fancy fillies for early spring racing, but there is the Regret precedent to be got over, 
and if given a race and fit and well. Cleopatra, even though she meets defeat in the Derby, will lie found 
capable of holding her own later in the year with all of the filly brigade.
